Meet Is 
Planned 

The next meeting of the 
Students' Executive Council 
will be open to all students 
wishing- to attend as non-parti- 
cipants, Colin McCallum, presi- 
dent of the Students' Society, 
said in a precedent-shattering 
announcement last nlfht. 

It Is believed that this Is the 
first time In many years that 
an open S.E.C. , meeting has 
been planned. 

In making the announcement, 
McCallum said he hopes the 
meeting, slated for Wednesday, 
Oct, 19 In the Reading Room of 
the Union, will promote In- 
terest in student administra- 
tion, "I don't think students 
know enough about the prob- 
lems Involved in student gov- 
ernment," he said. 

During the Students' Society 
elections last March, several 
candidates suggested In their 
platforms the Idea of holding 
open Council sessions. It was at 
• recent meeting, McCallum 
said, that S.E.C. members 
unanimously agreed to throw 
open the doors for their Oct. 
19 session. 

In deciding on this action, 
however, the Council laid 
down two stipulations. Firstly, 
students attending the meeting 
will not be allowed to partici- 
pate In proceedings in any 
way. Secondly, If 2/3 of the 
Councillors vote to adjourn to 
the Board Room they may do 
so. 

The agenda for the meeting 
will be published beforehand, 
McCallum also announced. It Is 
hoped that at least four more 
open meetings, two before 
Christmas and two after, will 
be held, he added. 



Rev. G. Caird 
To Take Over 
Divinity Post 

Rev. George Bradford Caird, M .A., 
D. Phil., young Biblical scholar, has 
been appointed professor of New 
Testament language and literature 
in the newly established faculty of 
divinity at McGill, Dr. F. Cyril 
James, principal and vice-chan- 
cellor of the university, announced 
today on behalf of the Board of 
Governors. 

Professor Caird Is at present a 
professor In St. Stephen's College, 
Edmonton. Only 32 years of age, he 
was born in England and educated 
at Cambridge and Oxford. 

He served as a minister at High 
gate Congregational Church, Lon- 
don, before going to St. Stephen's 
College In 1946. 

The newr appointee, who will 
take over his assignment In June, 
succeeding Rev. Prof. W. A. Fer- 
guson, completes the faculty as 
planned under the agreement with 
the co-operating theological col- 
leges. 

The faculty Includes: Rev. Dr. 
J. S. Thomson, dean and professor 
of philosophy and psychology of 
religion; Rev. Dr. R. B. Y. Scott, 
professor of Old Testament lan- 
guage and literature; Rev. Dr. Wil- 
fred C. Smith, professor of com- 
parative religion; Rev. Dr. Robert 
Henry L. Slater professor of sys- 
tematic theology, and Rev.' Dr. H. 
H. Walsh, associate professor of 
••church history.

At Noronic Fire 

Louis Eddy, Daily desk editor and 
Arts student at McGill, was called 
upon yesterday to give evidence at 
Toronto in connection with the 
Noronic disaster. 

Eddy, who was employed as bell- 
boy on the vessel during the sum- 
mer vacation said that his efforts 
to rouse the passengers were to 
shout -fire' in the social hall and 
he "may have yelled that af'.cr- 
ward." He said he saw so few per- 
sons about on the three top decks 
that he got the impression that all 
passengers were off the ship. 

The witness told of rousing mem- 
bers of the crew and of their flight 
by ropes down from A deck to C 
deck, then to the freight deck by 
the crew's stairways. 

Eddy said he had been told of his 
fire and boat drill stations by the 
steward staff, but he could not re- 
call any instructions of training on 
how to fight various types of fire. 

He felt — "it might have been 
subconsciously" — that the first 
thing to do was turn In an alarm. 

Then he said he raced to a fire- 
box station to sound the alarm 
after discovering the fire but 
found the glass already broken.

In spite of his struggling, or per- 
haps becpusc of 1 them, he was 
bounced down the stairs of the 
Union to Sherbrooke St. where n 
large body of abductors- were wait- 
ing. He was forced aboard a large 
vehicle, Identified by witnesses as 
a Boulais bus, which took him to 
Dominion Square. 

There, before a large interested 
crowd of spectators, Floyer, and 
his adjutant, Boris Gardavsky, 
were sentenced by a drumhead 
courtmartial. Both men were sen- 
tenced to be exiled to Dawson. 

A large fleet of vehicles then 
made their way through a collec- 
tion of Radio Police cars that had 
appeared on the scene and to the 
tune of "Yeah Dawson" the fleet 
went on It's way to McGIll's coun- 
try branch. The prisoners were 
entertained by a spirited discussio-i 
of the fate that lay in store for 
them.

Word of their arrival quickly 
spread and in a short time all of 
Dawson, dressed as only Daw- 
»onitcs can dress, was present in

The prisoners were retried and 
•iieir sentences confirmed. Floyer 
was then confined in the bar of * 
well known local hotel, and enter- 
tained there by certain» prominent 
members of the faculty. 

Various reports circulated around 
the McGill campus yesterday as to 
what happened to Floyer and his 
aid Gardavsky seemed somcjrnat 
incoherent. Such rumors as ca 
rides and a trip to Piattsbur? 
proved to be unfounded. 

It was reported tthat there were 
no unusual after effects from the 
entire episode— other than the 
usual hangover. 



SEC Refutes Budget Slash 
Rues Time-table Conflict 



'Slashing of budgets Is utter non- 
sense," stated Collin McCallum last 
night at a meeting of the Presi- 
dents of the Undergraduates 
Societies in thé New Room of the 
McGill Union. He refuted The 
Daily story that the S.E.C. was 
forced to cut down on all the 
budgets. "As a matter of fact," Mc- 
Cnllum went on to say. "some 
budgets have been increased." 

In explanation of the decrease of 
the cushioning fund to $10,000 he 
discussed three ventures that the 
S.E.C. deemed necessary. They 
were the $5,000 new furnace, S8.000 
pension plan for employees of the 
Students Council and the nearly 
$8.000 soda fountain. All these 
were considered extremely worth- 
while by the S.E.C. 

McCallum then explained that 
the S.E.C. must get its policy 
straight pertaining to the many 
small clubs on the campus who did 
not collect fees but were turning 
to the S.E.C. for financial aid. He 
asked them to consider seriously 
whether these s,mall clubs should 
be backed by the S.E.C. or not. 
It was suggested that these clubs 
be completely Independent of the 
S.E.C. and collect their own fees. A 
discussion followed and this sug- 
gestion, was favoured. 
McCallum deplored the fact that 



all 
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in other years there were many 
conflicting social functions and 
dances and thought that steps 
should be taken to remedy this 
situation. He mentioned as an 
example, that the Hellenic Club is 
holding a dance on the same night 
as the Arts and Science Fall In 
formal. He pointed out that 
social events should go before 
Dates Committee. He said that 
S.E.C. should not have to pay 
parties put on by societies on 
campus. 

McCallum mentioned that at an 
S.E.C. meeting on Oct. 29 a motion 
is going to be brought forward in 
favour of raising the Student So 
cicty fees from twelve dollars to 
fifteen dollars. If it is not carried 
the S.E.C. will have to cut down 
on some things. He stated that Mc 
Gill was one of the few Canadian 
universities collecting only twelve 
dollar student society fees and that 
most universities collect fifteen 

The two small faculties Music 
and Divinity complaincd*that they 
did not get enough support from 
the other faculties at their social 
events, and asked for suggestions 
McCallum arranged for a meeting 
between them and the Financial 
committee. 

The next meeting is scheduled 
for November 2nd.

Jan. 1, 1948. 

He is the author of several ar- 
ticles In the Universal Jewish En- 
cyclopedia. He was formerly rabbi 
of Temple Israel In Omaha, Neb- 
raska, and while in Omaha headed 
the Industrial Relations Committee 
of the Omaha Urban League. He 
was chairman of the Omaha Fair 
Employment Council, and also serv- 
ed as public panel chairman for 
the War Labor Board, 
f Rabbi Lelyveld attended Colum- 
bia University, where he received 
his Bachelor of Arts degree and 
was elected to Phi Beta Kappa in 
1933. He continued his studies at 
the Hebrew Union College in Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, where he was or- 
dained as rabbi and received the 
degree of Master of Hebrew Lite- 
rature in 1939.

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Spanish Dept. 
Sets Extra 
Night Classes 

Professor L. B. Harrop, head of 
the Spanish division in the depart- 
ment of romantic languages, an- 
nounced yesterday that more than 
300 students at McGill arc studying 
Spanish and that provision has 
been made for an additional 150 
adults in the evening. 

Prof. Harrop said that for the 
first time this session a certificate 
of proficiency in Spanish would 
be available for evening students, 
the first class of which got under 
way Tuesday evening. Another 
class opens Thursday evening. 
There are four evening classes of- 
fered through the extension de- 
partment, including an elementary, 
an intermediate and two advanced 
groups. Prof. Harrop also conducts 
evening classes In English for non- 
English speaking students. 

The certificate courses are de- 
signed to give students a thorough 
grounding in both oral and written 
Spanish and certificates arc grant- 
ed on successful completion of the 
four evening courses. 

Prof. Harrop spent considerable 
time during the summer at the In- 
ternational University at Santan- 
der, Spain, where several hundred 
foreign scholars as well as many 
Spaniards took a variety of courses 
and participated in a wide range 
of activities, particularly drama. 
English tourists arc entering Spain 
in Increasingly larger numbers, he 
said. It was Prof. Harrop's first 
visit to Spain in 14 years, and the 
third in his academic career. 



DVA Grants Taxable 
For Income Purposes 

Federal allowances paid to vet- 
erans attending university arc in 
come for taxation purposes, ac- 
cording to a ruling announced yes- 
terday by the Income Tax Appeal 
Board. 

In a judgment made public the 
board ruled that the allowances, 
while tax free, can prevent ths 
wife of a veteran from getting the 
tax exemptions of a married per- 
son supporting a husband or wife. 

The board rejected the appeal 
of Mrs. Celia Bergart of Toronto 
against her assignment for 1947 
when her husband, and R.C-A.F. 
veteran, was attending Osgoodc 
Hall Law School. 

Mrs. Bergart worked as a steno- 
grapher while her husband took 
classes and worked part-time as a 
clerk in a law office. During the 
year he earned $312 in the law of- 
fice and got $720 from the Depart- 
ment of Veteran Affairs. 

Mrs. Bergart claimed the $720 
could not be considered income and 
she was a married person who sup 
ported her husband and was en- 
titled to an exemption of $1,500. 

In similar decisions, two mem- 
bers of the board, Fabio Monet and 
W. S. Fisher, ruled the allowances 
as income. In a minority decision, 
Board Chairman R. T. Graham said 
he believed the allowances were a 
capital grant, not income, and that 
Mrs. Bcrgart's appeal should be al- 
lowed in part. 



Pathologist Is 
Noted Expert, 
U. of T. Grad 



Dr. George Lyman Duff, 45-year- 
old director of McGill University's 
Pathological institute and Strath- 
cona professor of pathology, has 
been appointed dean of the facul- 
ty of medicine in succession to Dr. 
Frederick Smith, who died sudden- 
ly early last month. 

Announcement of the appoint- 
ment was made yesterday by Dr. 
F. Cyril James, principal and vice- 
chancellor of the university, on 
behalf of the board of governors. 

A native of Hamilton, Ont., Dr. 
Duff was appointed to his present 
position witii the university in 



Canadian /Universities 
Lack Public Support 

Canadians arc taking their uni- 
versities for granted, Dr. G. E. 
Hall, president of the University of 
Western Ontario told Montreal 
Rotary Club members at a meeting 
in the Mount Royal Hotel last 
Tuesday. 

"The people of Canada need to be 
convinced that the needs of stu- 
dents have not decreased and that 
the needs of the universities are 
greater than ever," he said. 

Research being curried out by the 
universities was national in scope, 
he said, yet, "for every $1,000 re- 
search fellowship held In a univer- 
sity, it costs the institution an addi- 
tional $300 in additional services 
apparatus, assistants, space, and ad- 
ministration expenses." 

"The additional money must be 
provided by the universities and I 
do not think that research, so vital 
to our country, should be paid for 
by students' fees — as it now is," 
he said. 

Student fees accounted for 50 per 
cent of current total income, he said. 

Although primary and secondary 
responsibility, universities were not 
only provincial In scope. Therefore 
it would seem only "natural then 
that the federal government . . . 
should have a direct and vital in- 
terest In the support of our unlver 
slties,'" he said. 

The policy of aiding universities 
by providing generous grants for 
the tuition of veterans had been of 
great aid. With the departure of the 
veterans from the classrooms, the 
need for aid had not decreased. 

'The cold Canadian winter Is 
upon the Canadian universities," 
Dr. Hall said, urging that Canadians 
protect "the universities, which 
serve them so faithfully and unre- 
servedly."

Dr. Duff is a cousin and name- 
sake of Rt. Hon. Sir Lyman Duff, 
retired chief justice' of thè ' SUi 
prcme Court of Canada. 

An outstanding pathologist, he 
is engaged at McGill University in 
experimental studies of arterio- 
sclerosis or hardening of the ar- 
teries. A second field of Investiga- 
tion now engaging his interest are 
pathological and experimental stu- 
dies on disciscs of the pancreas. 
This study includes Investigations 
of tumors of the pancreas and ex- 
perimental work in diabetes. He has 
written some 40 publications on 
these two fields of work. Since his 
appointment to the university's 
pathological Institute as head of 
its department of pathology, ex- 
perimental research in disease has 
been built up to major proportions 
and the department has tripled in 
staff. He succeeded Prof. Horst 
Oertcl in his appointment to the 
institute 10 years ago. 

U. of T. Graduate 

Dr. Duff received his early edu- 



cation in public and high schools of 
Hamilton and later entered \the 
University of Toronto. There Ye 
received a bachelor of arts degre\ % 
in 1928, later a master of arts de- 
gree in biology, an M.D. In 1029 
when he won the David Dunlap 
Memorial Prize In Psychology and 
Psychiatry and a Ph.D. in 1932 
when his thesis on arteriosclerosis 
won him the Starr Gold Medal. 

He joined the staff of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto in 1929 as a 
demonstrator in pathology and the 
following year was George Brown 
Memorial Fellow in the university's 
department of pathology. In 1932 
he joined the staff of Johns Hop- 
kins University at Baltimore as fel- 
low in medicine of the National. 
Research Council and studied there 
for the next four years under Prof. 
W. G. MacCallum and Prof. A. R." 
Rich. During his period at Balti- 
more, he was first assistant and 
later instructor in pathology at the 
university and assistant pathologist 
at Johns Hopkins Hospital. ' 

In 1935 he returned to the Uni- 
versity of Toronto as lecturer In 
pathology and assistant pathologist 
at Toronto General Hospital. . He j 
became assistant professor of path- 
ology at the university in 1937 and' 
remained in that position until his 
appointment to McGill University; 

He was a member of McGill Uni- 
versity senate from 1944 to 1947 
as one of the elected representa- 
tives of the faculty of medicine. 

He Is a fellow of the Royal So- 
ciety of Canada, an associate mem- 
ber of the National Cancer Insti- 
tute of Canada, vice - president 
of the International Association r 
Medical Museums and a membi 
of the Pathological Society of 
Great Britain and Ireland, Ameri- 
can Association of Pathologists and. 
Bacteriologists, Montreal Medico-

and Ontario associations of path- 
ologists. He is also consultant 
pathologist at Alexandra Hospital, 
Jewish Hospital of Hope, Montreal 
General Hospital, Children's Mem- 
orial Hospital, Rcddy Memorial 
Hospital.
